WE, the people of the United States, in order to form a 
iiica« perfect utuon, eatabliali justice, insure domestic tiaii- 
quiUitf, provide ica the common defence, promote the 
general welfiite, and secure the blessings of liberty to oui- 
Relves and our posterity, do ordain and establish this Con- 

BTITBTION POE THH UnITBD StaTHB OF AHHItlCA. 

, ARTICLE I. 

SEonoK 1. All legislative powers heredn granted shall be 
vested in a congress of the United States, which shall consist 
of a senate and house of represenlatives. 

Sect. 2. The house of reptesentatiTes shall be composed 
of members chosen every second year, by the people of the 
several states ; and the electors in each state shall have the 
qoaliAcatiana requisite for electots of the most numerous 
branch of the state l^^slature. 

No person shall be a representative who shall not have 
attiuned to the age of twenty-Qve years, and been seven years 
a citizen of the United States, and who shall not, when 
elected, be an inhabitant of that state in which be shall be 
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RepreaenUtivei iuul dicect taxes ahsll be apportioned 
among the serera! states which may be included within thia 
Union, according to their respective oumbere, which shall 
be determined by adding to the whole number of liee per- 
sons, including those bound to service for a term of years, 
and excluding Indiana not taxed, ihree-Qftha of all other 
persouB. The actual enumeration shall be made within 
three years after the Ocst meeting of the congress of the 
United States, and within every subseqaent term of ten 
jeara, in auch manner as they shall by law direct. The 
Dtunber of representatiTeB shall not exceed one for every 
Ihitly thousand; but each slate shall have at least one 
re[H«eentative ; and until such enumeration ahall be made, 
the state of New Hampshireshall be entitled to choose three, 
Massachusetts eight, Rhode Island and Providence Planta- 
tions one, Connecticut tt^e. New York six. New Jersey four, 
Pennsylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, Virginia ten, 
North Carolina five. South Carolina five, and (ieorgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any 
state, the executive authority thereof shall issue writs of 
election to fill Buch vacancies. 

The house of representatives shall choose their speaker 
and other officers ; and eball have the sole power of impeocb- 

Sbct. 3. The senate of the United States shall be com- 
posed of two senators from each state, chosen by the legisla- 
ture thereof, for six years ; and each senator shall have one 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence 
of the first election, they shall be divided, as equally as may 
be, into three classes. The seats of the senators of the first 
claaa shall be vacated at the expiration of the second year ; 
of the second class at the expiration of the fourth year ; and 
of the third class, at the expiration of the sixth year ; so that 
one-thttd may be chosen every second year; and if n 
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bt^ien by resignatioii or otherwise, during the recess of the 
legislature of my Btate, the Executive thereof may make 
temporal^ appointment?, until the nest meeting of the 
legislftture, which shall then fill such Tacancies. 

No person shall be a senator, who shall not have attained 
to the ^e of thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of 
the United Slates, and who shall not, when dectai, be an 
inhabitant of that state for ivhich he shall be chosen. 

The vice-president of the United States shall be president 
of the senate, but^shall have no vote unless tVey be equally 
divided. 

The senate shall choose their other officers, and also a pres- 
ident pra tempore, in the absence of the Tice- president, or 
when he shall exerctse the office of president of the United 
Stales. 

The senate shall have the sole power to try all impeach' 
menti ; when sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath 
or affirmation. When the president of the United States is 
tried, the chief justice shall preside ; and no person shall be 
convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present- 
Judgment, in cases of impeachment, shall not extend 
farther Chan to removal trom office and disqualification to 
ho!d and enjoy any oi&ce of honor, trust, or profit, under the 
United States ; but the party conviclfid shall nevertheless be 
liable and subject to indictment, trial, judgment and piuiisb- 
ment according to law- 

Sect. 4. The times, places and manner of holding elec- 
tions for senators and representatives, shall be prescribed in 
each state by the legislature thereof; but the congress may, 
at any lime, by law, make or alter such regulations, except 
as to the places of choosing senators. 

Tlie congress shall assemble at least once in every year, 
and such meeting shall be on the first Monday in December, 
nnless they shall by law appoint a diffeieot day. 
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Sbctt. 5. 'Each home shall be the judge of the electiong, 
returns and quallficatioDB of its own membeis, and a major- 
ity of each ahall constitute a quorum to do buainess ; but a 
smaller nambei may adjourn from day to day, and may be 
authorized to compel the attendance of absent members, in 
such manner, and under such penalties, a« each house may 

Each house may determine the rules of its proceedings, 
punish its members for disorderly behavior, and, with the 
concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member. 

£ach house shall keep a journal of its proceedingis, and 
from time to time publish the same, excepting sueh parts as 
may in their judgment require secrecy [ and the yeas and 
nays of the membeis of either bouse, on any question, shall. 
at the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the 
jODinal. 

Neither hoiue, during the session of congress, shall, with- 
out the consent of the other, adjourn for more than three 
days, nor to any other place than that in which the two 
houses shall be sitting. 

Sect. 6. The senators and representatives shall receive a 
compensation for their services, to be ascertained by law, and 
paid out of the treasury of the United States. They shall, in 
all cases, except treason, felony and breach of the peace, be 
privileged from arrest during theii attendance at the session 
of their respective houses, and in going to and returning from 
the same ; and for any apeech or debate in either house, they 
shall not be questioned in any other place. 

No senator or represenCalive shsll. during the time for 
which he was elected, be appointed to any civil office under 
the authority of the TJnited States, which shall have been 
created, or the emoluments whereof shall have been in- 
creased during siAh time ; and no person holding any office 
under the United States ahall be a member of either bouse 
during hiso 
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Sbct. 7. All billi for lauing rereniie shall originate in 
the house of representatJTes ; but the senate may propose or 
ooDCui with amendments, as on other bills. 

Bverj bill which shall have passed the hoose of represea- 
tatires and the senate, shall, before it become a law, be pre- 
sented to the president of the United States ; if he approve, 
he shall sign it ; but if not, he shall return it, with his 
objections, to that house in which it' shall have originated, 
who shall enter the objections at large on tbeir journal, and 
proceed to reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, two- 
thiids of that house shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be 
sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by 
which it shall likswise be reconsidered, and, if approred by 
two-thirds of that house, it shall become a law. But in all 
such cases, the votes of both houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays ; and the names of the persons voting for and 
agunst the bill, shall be entered on the journal of each house 
respectively. ' If any hill shall not be returned by the presi- 
dent within ten days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same shall be a law, in like 
manner as if he had. signed it, unless the congress, by their 
adjoumment, prevent its return, in which case it shall not 
be a law. 

Every order, resolution or vote, to which the concui- 
rence of t}|e senate and house bf representatives may be 
necessary, (except on a question of adjournment,) shall be 
presented to the president of the United States ; and, 
before the same shall take effect, shall be approved by 
him, or, being disapproved by him, shall be re- passed 
by two-thirds of the senate and house uf representatives, 
aceonUng to the rules and limitations prescribed in the case 
otabilL 

Sbct. 8. The congress shall have powsr ; — To lay and 
collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, to pay the debts and 
provide for the common defence and general weliars of the 
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noitsdSUtei; bat all duties, impoets and ezcisea shall be 
uniform throughout the tTnited Statas; — To borrcw money 
on the credit of the TToited States : — To regulate commerca 
with foreign nations and among the several states, and with 
the Indian tribes : — To establish an uniform cute of natuial- 
isation, and uniform laws on the subject of bankruptciee 
throughout the United States i— To coin money, regulate the 
value thereof and of foreign coin, and fix the standard of 
weights and measures : — To provide for the punishment of 
counterfeiting the securities and current coin of the United 
States: — To establish post offices and post roads; — To pro- 
mote the progress of science and useful arti, by securing, 
for limited times, to authors and inventors, the exclusive 
right to their respective writings and diacoveriea :— To con- 
stitute tribunals inferior to the supreme court: — To define 
and punish piracies and felonies committed on the high seas, 
and offencea against the law of nations :^To declare war, 
grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make rules con- 
oerning captures on land and water : — To raise and support . 
Bimiea ; but no appropriation of money to that use shall be 
for a longer term than two years : — To provide and maintun 
a navy : — To make rutes for the government and r^ulation 
of the land and naval forces : — To provide for calling forth 
the militia to execute the laws of the Union, suppress insur- 
rections and repel tuvasions : — To provide for organizing, 
arming and discipUning the militia, and for governing such 
part of them a? may be employed in the service of the United 
States, reserving to the stales, respectively, the appointment 
of the officers, and the authority of training the militia, 
according to the discipline prescribed by oongreaa ;— To ex- 
ercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever over such 
district, (not enceeding ten miles square,) as may by cession 
of particular states, and the acceptance of congress, become 
the Beat of the government of the United States ; and to 
exercise like authority over all places purchased by consent 
of the legislature of the state in which the same shall be, fOT 
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tbe erection of forts, magazinea, arsenals, doek Tarda and 
other needful buildings : aad to mitke all laws which shall 
be necessary aod proper for carrjing into eiecution the 
foregoing powers, and all otlier powers vested by this con- 
stitution in the goTernment of the United States, or in any 
' department or officer thereof, 

Sect. 9. The migration or impoctatioii of such persons, 
as any of the states now existing shall think proper to admit, 
shall not be prohibited by the congress prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight : but a tax or duty may be 
imposed on such importation, not exceeding ten dollars for 
each person. 

The privileges of the writ of habeas corput shall not be 
suspended, unless when, in esses of rebellion or invasion, the 
public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder or ex poit /aeto law, shall be passed. 

No capitation or other direct tax, shall be laid, unless in 
proportion to the census or enumeration, herein before directed 
to be taken. 

No tax or duty shall be ItdA on articles exported from any 
state. 

No preference shall be given, by any regulation of com- 
merce or revenue, to tbe ports of one state over those of 
Another 1 nor, ahsll vessels bound to or from one state, be 
obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in 
consequence of appropriations made by law ; and a regu- 
lar statement and account of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of all public money shall be published from time to 

No title of nobility ':hall be panted by the United States ; 
and no person holding any office of profit or trust under 
them, shall, without the consent of the congress, accept of 
any present, emolument, office, or title, of any kind what- 
ever, from any king, prince, or foreign state. 
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Bbct. 10. No BlBte shall enter into any treaty,' allianee, 
or confederation ; grant letters of mnrqae and reprinl ; coin 
money ; emit bills of credit; make my thing bat gold and 
Bilxer coin a tender in payment of debts ; pan any bill of 
attainder, tx pott facto law, or law impairing the obligation 
of coDtittctsi or grant any title of nobility. No «tate shall, 
without the consent of the congress, lay any imposts, or duties 
on imports or eiporla, except what may be absolutely neces- 
sary for executing its iuspactioa laws ; and'the net froduce 
of all duties and imposts, laid by any state on imports, or 
exports, shall be for the use of the tceMury of the United 
Slates ; and all such laws shall be subject to the reridon and 
control of the congress. No state shall, without the consent 
of congreas, lay any duty of tonnage, keep tnnps, or ships of 
war, in time of peace, enter into any agreement or compact 
with another state, or with a foreign power, or engage in 
war, unless actually invaded, or in such imioinent danger as 
will not admit of d^y. 

ABTICLB II. 

Sbotioh 1. TheexecnttvepowershaUberestedinaPresi- 
dent of the United States of America. He shall hold his office 
during the term of four years ; and, together with the Vice- 
President, chosen for the same term, be elected ai followB^-— • 

Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the legislature 
thereof may direct, a number of electors, eqiial to the whole 
number of senators and representatives to which the state 
may be entitled in the congress* ; but no senator or represen- 
tative, or person holding an office of trust or pro&t under the 
United States, shall be appointed an elector. 

The eleet(Hn shall meet in their respective states, and vote 
by ballot fbr two penons, of whom one at least, shall not be 
an inhabitant of the same state with themselves : and they 
shall make a list of all the persons voted for, and of the 
number of votes for each; which list they shall sign and 
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certify, and transmit, sealed, to the Beat of the gOTemment of 
the United States, directed to the president of the senate. 
The president of the senate shall, in the presence of the 
senate and house of representativeB, open all the certifi- 
cates, and the TOtea shall then be counted. The person 
having the greatest number oi votes, shall be the president, if 
snch number be a majoritj of the whole number of electtWB 
appointed : And if there be more than one who have such 
majority, and have an equal number of votes, then the 
house of representatives shall immediately choose by ballot 
one of them for pre^dent ; and if no person have a majority, 
then from the five highest on the list, the said house shall, 
in Eke manner, choose the president ; but in choosing the 
presideni, the votes shall be taken by states, the representa- 
tion from each state having one vote ; a quorum for this 
purpose shall consist of a member at members from two- 
thirds of the states, and smajority of all the slates shall be 
necessary to a choice. In every case, after the choice of the 
president, the person having the greatest number of votes 
of the electors shall be the vice-president But' if there 
should remain two or more who have equal votes, the senate 
shall choose from them, hy ballot, the vice-president. [See 
Amendments, Article XII.] 

. The congress may determine the time of choosing the elec- 
tors, and the day on which they shsU give their votes: 
which day shall be the same throughout the United Stales. 

No person, except a natural bom citizen, or a citizen of 
the United States at the time of the adoption of this 
constitution, shall be eligible to the office of president; 
neither shall any person be eligible to that oifice, who shall 
not have attained the age of thirty-^ve years, and been 
fourteen years a resident within the United States. 

In case of the removal of the president from office, or of his 
death, resignation, or inability to discharge the powers and 
duties of the said office, the same sliall devolve on the vice- 
president ; and the congress may by law provide for the cose ' 
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of remoral, death, resignntion oi inabilitj, both of the pred- 
dent and vice-preaident, declaring what officer shall then 
act Ha president; and such officer shall act accordingly, until 
the disability be renioyed, or a president shall be elected. 

The pteaident ehall. at stated times, lecelve for his seiTices 
a compensation, which shall neithet be increased nor dimin- 
ished during the period for which he ahall hare Ijeen elect- 
ed; and he shall not receive, within that period, any other 
emolument from the United States, oi any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall 
take the following oath or affirmation : — 

•' I do solemnly swear, (or affirm,) that 1 will faithfully 
execute the office of pre^dent of the United States, and will, 
to the beat of my ability, preserve, protect, and defend the 
n of the United States." 



Sntrr. 2. The president shall be commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy of the United States, and of the militia 
of thesaveral elates, when called into the actual service of the 
United States. He may require the opinion in writing, of 
the principal officer in each of the executive departmenta, 
upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices, and he shall liave power to grant reprievea and 
pardons for ofTences against the United Statea, except in 
cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate, to make treaties, provided twothitds of the 
senators present concurj and he ahall nominate, and, by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint 
ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, judges of 
the supreme court, and all other officera of the United 
States, whose appointments are cot herein otherwise pro- 
vided for, and which shall be established by law : but the 
congress may by law vest the appointment of such inferior 
officers as they think proper, in the president alone, in the 
courts of law, or in the heads of departments. 
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The president shall have power to All up all vi 
may happen during the recees of the senate, by granting 
commiaeioiu which shall expire at the end of theii next 



Sect. 3. He shall, liom time to time, give to the eongress 
information of the state of the Union, and tecommcnd tp their 
conaideralion auct raeasiues as he shall judge necesaarj aod 
expedient ; he may, on extraordinary occasions, convene hoth 
houses, or either of them, and in case of disagreement 
between them, with respect to the time of adjournment, he 
may adjourn them to such lime as he shall think proper ; he 
ahall leeeiTe ambassadors and other public ministers ; he 
shall take care that the laws he faithfully executed, and shall 
eommission all the officers of the United States. 

Sect. i. The president, vice-president, and all ciTil 
officers of the United States, shall be removed from office on 
impeachment for, and convictian of, treason, bribery, or 
other high crimes and misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE HI. 
SstmoH I. The judicial power of the United States shall 
be vested in one supreme court, and in such inferior courts 
as the congress may, from time to time, ordain and establish. 
The judges, both of the supreme and inferior courts, shall 
hold their offices during good beharior, and shall at stated 
times, receive for Iheir servicee a compensation, which shall 
not be diminished during their continuance in office. 

Sect. 2. The judicial power shall extend to all cases, in 
law and equity, arising tmder this constitution, the laws of 
the United States, and treaties made, or which shall be 
made, under their authority ; to all cases affecting ambassa- 
dors, other public ministers, and consuls ; to all cases of 
admitaltj and maritime JDrisdictiOD) to controversies to 
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which the United StatE^ ahall be a party ; to controvenies 
betireen two or more states ; between a state ^nd citizens of 
another state; betveen citizens of different states, between 
citizens of the same stale claiming lands under grants of 
different states, and between a state, or the citizens thereof, 
and foreign states, citizens, or subjecta. [See Amendments, 
Article XL] 

Id all cases affecting ambassadors, other public miniaten * 
and consuls, and those in which a state shall be a part;, the 
Bupceme court shall have wiginol jurisdiction. In all the other 
cases before mentioned, the supreme court shall have appel- 
late jurisdiction, both as to law and fact, with such excep- 
tions and under such regulations, as the congress shall make. 

The trial of all criroea, eicept in cases of impeachment, 
shall be by jury ; and such trial shall be held in the state 
where the said crimes shall have been committed ; but when 
not committed within any state, Qie trial shall be at such 
place M places as the congress may by law have directed. 

Sscrr. 3. Treason against the United States shall consist 
only in levying war against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort. No person shall he 
convicted of tresaan, unless on the testimony of two witnesses 
to the same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

The congress shall hav^ power to declare the punishment 
of treason ; but no attainder of treason shall work corruptfon 
of blood, or forfeiture, except during the life of the person 
attainted. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sbction \, Pull faith and credit shall be given in each 
state to the public acts, records, and judicial proceedings of 
every other state: and the congress may, by general laws, 
prescribe the manner in which such acts, records and pro- 
ceedings, shall be proved, and the effect thereof. 

Sect. 2. The citizens of each state sholi be entitled to all 
privities and immunities of citizens in the several states. 
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A person charged in an; atate with treaaon , felony, or 
other crime, who shall fiee fmia justice, and be found in 
another slate, shall, on demand of the eiecutiTC anthority of 
the state £roiD which he fled, be delivered up, to be removed 
to the state having jnriadiction of the crime- 
No person held to Bervice or labor in one state, under 
the laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, in consequence 
of any law <x regulation therein, be discba^ed from such 
service or labor ; bat shall be delivered np on claim of the 
party to whom such service or labor may be due. 

Seitt. 3. New states may be admitted by the congress 
into this Union ; but no new state shall be formed or erected 
within the jurisdiction of any other state, nor any state be 
formed by the junction of two or more states or parts of 
states, without the consent of the legislatures of the states 
concerned, as well as of the congress. 

The congress shall have power to dispose of, and make all 
needful rules and legulationa respecting the territory or 
other property belonging to the TTnited States ; and nothing 
in this constitution «haU -be so construed as to prejudice any 
claims of the United States or of any particular state. 

Sect. 4. The TTnited States shall guarantee to every 
State in this tTmon a republican fonn of government : and 
shall protect each of them against invasion : and, on applica- 
tion of the legislature, or of the executive, (when the legis- 
latore cannot be convened,) against domestic violence, 

ARTICLE V. 

The coDgrese, whenever two- thirds of both houses -shall 
deem it necessary, shall propose amendments to this con- 
stitutioii, or on the application of the legislatures of two- 
thirds of the several states, shall call a convenlioa for 
proposing amendments, which, in either case, shall be 
valijl to all intents and purposes, as part of this oonstita- 
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tiOD, when ratiSed bj the l^iaUtares of Ihree-fcnmhs of 
the Bereml Btstes, oc by conventiona in three-fourths thereof, 
as the one or the other mode of ratification may be propoaed 
by the congress; provided, that no amendment which may 
be made prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and 
eight, BhaU, in any manner, affect the first and fourth clauaea 
in the ninth section of the first srticle ; and that no state 
without its consent, shall be deprived of ite equal suffrage in 
the senate. 

ARTICLE VI. 

All debts contracted, and engagements entered into before 
the adaption of this constitution, shall be as valid against 
the United States, under this constitutian, ae under the 
Confederation. 

This constitution, and the lavs of the United States which 
shall be made in pucsuance thereof, and all treaties made, or 
which shall he made, under the authority of the United 
States, shall be the supreme law of the land ; and the judges 
in eye^ state shall be bound thereby, apy thing iu the con- 
atitutios or laws of any state to the contrary notwith- 
stuiding. 

The senators and representatives before mentioned, and 
members of the several state legislatures, and all ezecu- 
tiveand judicial officers, both of the United States and of the 
■eversl states shall be bound, by oath or affirmation, to 
support this constitulion ; but no religious test shsJl ever be 
required as a qnaliScatioo to any office or public trust under 
the United Butes. 

ARTICLE VII. - " 

The ratification of the conventioni of nine states shall be 
mffieient for the establishment of this constitution, between 
the states ao ratifying the same.

ARTICLES, 

In additi/m to, and amendmenl of, the Conitituti'in of th* 
United States, propond hy Congreaa, and ratified by the Legit- 
Uitursa of the leveral Slatet, purtuant to the fifth Article of 
the original Conttilation. 

I. Congress BbtJl niake no law j^apeotmg ui eslablish- 
meiit of reUgion, or prohibiting the free exerdse thereof; or 
abridgiiig the freedom of gpeeah, or of the press ; or the right 
of the petals peaceably to assemble, and to pe^tioo the 
government for a redress of grieranoea. 

IL A well r^ulatad militia being necessary to the seoa- 
ntj of a free state, the right of the people to ke«p and bear 
arms, shall not be in&inged. 

III. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in 
any house without the consent of the owner, aac in time of 
war but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 

XV. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, 

houses, papers and effects, against unreasonable searches and 
seiiurea, shall not be Tiolated ) and no warrants shall issue, 
but apon probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, 
and particularly describing the place to be searched, and 
the persons or things to be seized. 

y. Nopersonshall be held to answer for a capital or other- 
wise infamous crime, unless on a presentment or indiobnent 
of a grand jury, except in cases arising in the land or miTal 
tivces, or in the militia when in actual service in time of war 
or public danger ; noi shall any person be subject f<w the 
same offence to be twice put inje<^«dy of lifeorlimbi nor 
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ihall be compelled, in 0117 crimlQal case, to be a witnees 
^tunat himself, nor be deprived of life, liberty or piopeity, 
vithout due pTocess of law ; nor shall private property be 
talien for public use, without just compensation. 

VI. In all criminal pioseculions, the accused shall enjoy 
the right to a gpeedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of 
the state and district wherein the crime shall have been com- 
mitted, which distria fhall have been previously ascertained 
by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause of the 
accusatiou ; to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him i to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses 
in bis favor ; and to have the assistance of counsel for his 
defence. 

VIL , In suits at common law, where the value in contio- 
versy shall exceed twenty dollars, tha right of trial by jury 
shall be preserved, and n6 fact, tried by a jury, shall be 
otheiwise re-examined, in any court of the United States, 
than according to the rules of the common law. 

VIII. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments infiicted. 

IX. The enumeration, in the Constitution, of certain 
rights, shall not be construed to deny or disparage others 
retained by the people. 

X. The powers not delegated to the United States by the 
oonstitution, not prohibited by it, to the states, are reserved 
to the states respectively, or lo the people. 

XL The judicial power of the United States shall not 
be construed to extend to any suit in law or equity, com- 
menced or piMeeuted against one of the TTniled States by 
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dtiaeni of uother state, or by dtizeiu or subjecttr of any 



XII. The electors shall meet in thrii reapecdve states, and 
TOte by ballot for president and vice-president, one of whom 
at least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same state with 
Ihenuelres ; they shall jiame in their ballots, the person 
Toted for as president, and in distinct ballots, the person 
TotedfoT aa Tice-pieeident ; and theykshal] make distinct lists 
of all persons Toted for as president, and of all persons voted 
for as vice-iweddent, and of the nniDber of TOtes for eaoh ; 
which lists they shall sign and certi^, and transmit sealed to 
the seat of the government of the United States, directed to 
the preddent of the senate ; the preddent of the senate shall, 
in tbe presence of the senate and house of lepresentativee, 
open all the certificates, and the votes shall then be count- 
ed ; the person having Ae greatsat number of votes fbr 
Xn^dent, shall be the p^dent, if such number be a m^oT- 
itf of the whole number of electors appointed ; and if 
no person have such majority, then from the persons 
having the highest numbra^, not exceeding three on the 
list of those voted for as president, the house of rq>Te- 
sentatives shall choose immediately, by ballot, the president ; 
but in choosing the joesident, the votes shall be taken by 
states, the representation from each state having one vote ; 
a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or 
members from two-thirds of tbe states, and a majority of all 
the slates shall be necessary to a choice ; and if the house of 
representatives shall not choose a president, whenever the nght 
of choice shall devolve upon them, before the fourth day 
of March next following, then the vice-president shall act as 
president, as in the case of the death or ottita constitutional 
disability of the president. 

The person having the greatest nnmber of votes as vice- 
president, shall be the vice-president, if such number be a 
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majoritj of tbe whole nnmbet of etecton appointed; and if 
DO perBon have a majority, then, from the two highest num- 
bcTB on the list, the senate shall choose the Tiee-piesident ; a 
qnoinm for the purpose shall consist of two-thiids of the 
whole numher of senators, and a m^jorit; of the whole 
number shall be neceesarj to a choice. 

Bat no person, constitutionally ineligible to the office of 
president, shall be eligible to that'' of vice-president of the 
United States.

PREAMBLE. 

Thi end of tlte inatitntion, nudnteDance and adminiEtra- 
tion of governments is to secure the eiisteoce of the body 
politic ; to protect it ; and (o fumieh the individuals who 
compose it, with the power of enjoying in safety and tran- 
quillity, their natural rights, and the blessings of life : and 
whenever these great objects are not obtained, the peofde 
have a right to alter the gov^nment, and to take measurea 
necessary for their safety, prosperity and happiness. 

The body politic is formed by a voluntary association of 
individuals ; it is a social compact by which the whole 
people covenants with each citizen, and each dlizen with the 
■whole people, that all shall be governed by certain laws for 
the common good. It is the duty of the people, therefore, in 
framing a constitotion of government, to provide for an 
equitable mode of making laws, as well as for an impartial 
interpretation, and a faithful eiecution of them ; that every 
man may, at all times, find hia security in them. * 

We, therefore, the people of Masaaohusetts, acknowledging, 
with grateful hearts, the goodness of the great Legislator of 
N in affording ua, in the course of his providenoe, 
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an opportuni^, deliberately and peaceaibly, irithout fraud, 
Tiolence or eurpriee, of enteriiig into an original, explicit and 
eolemn compact with each other ; and of forming a new 
ooDBtitution of dril govemment for ourselvee and posterity ; 
and deroatly imploriag hig directioa in bo' interesting a . 
design, do agree upon, ordain and establish, the following 
DedanUion of Righd, and Frame of Oovtmntettt, as the

PART THE FIRST. 



AsTicnB I. All men aie bom bee and equal, and have 
certain natotal, essential and unalienable rights \ among 
irhich may be reckoned the right of enjoying and defending 
their lives and liberties i that of acquiring, pogsesaing and 
protecting property , in flue, that of seeking and obtaining 
thor saf^ and hapfuneas. 

Abt. II. It is the right as well as the duty of all men in 
society, publicly, and at stated seasons, to worship the 
Bdpbbmh Bbino, the great Creator and Preserver of the 
universe. And no subject shall be hurt, molested or re- 
str^ned, in his person, liberty or estate, for wocsbipping 
Gob id the manner and season most agreeable to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience; or for hia religious profcBuon 
or sentiments j provided he doth not disturb (the public 
peace, or obstruct others in th^ religious worship. 

* Abt. m. As the happiness of a people, and the good 
order and preservation of cdvil government, essentislly de- 
pend upon piety, religion and morality ; and as these 
cannot be generally diffused through a community, but by 
the institution of tha puUic worship of Qod, and of public 
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instructions in piety, leligion and m<»alit;: therefore, to 
promote their happiness, and to secure die good order and 
preservation of their government, the people of this Com- 
monwealth have a right to invest their l^islature with 
power to aathorize and require, and the l^;iHlature sfaal], 
from time to time, authorize and require, the sereral towns, 
parishes, precincts and other bodies politic, oi religious 
societies, to make initable provision, at their pwn expense, 
for the institution of the public worship of Qon, and ibr 
the support and maintenance of public Protestant teachers 
of piety, religion and morality, in all cttaes where such pio- 
visLon shall not be made voluntarily. [See Amendments, 
Article SI.] 

And the people of this Commonwealth have also a right 
to, and do, invest their l^isloture with authority to enjoin 
upon all the subjects an attendance upon the instructions of 
the public teachers aforesud, at stated times and seasons, if 
there be any on whose instructions they can conscientionsly 
and conveniently attend. [See Amendments, Article XI.] 

Provided notwithstanding, that the several towns, par- 
ishes, pcecincia, and other bodies politic, or religious societiee, 
shall, at all times, have the exclusive right of electing their 
public teachers, and of contracting with them for their sup- 
port and maintenance. [See Amendments, Article XL] 

And all moneys paid by the subject to the support of pub- 
lic worship, and of the public teachsrs aforesaid, shall, if he 
require it, be uniformly applied to the support of the pub- 
lic teacher or teachers of his own religions sect or denomina- 
tion, provided there be any on whose infitmctions lie attends ; 
otherwise it may be paid towards the support of the teacher, 
or teachers of the parish or precinct in whioh the said mon- 
eys are raised. [See Amendments, Article XI.] 

And every denomination of Christians, demeaning them- 
salves peaceably, and as good subjects of the Commonwealth, 
shall be equally under the protection of the law : and no 
subordination of any one sect or denomination to another 
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bIibU ever be established bj lav. [See Ameodments, Aitjcle 
XL] 

Abt. IY. The people of thia Commonwealth hare the 
lole and exclusive right of goveming themselTes, ai a free, 
Bona^ga, and independent State ; and do, and forever here- 
after shall, esercise and enjoj every power, junsdiction and 
right, which, ia not, or may not hereafter, he hy them 
expieealy ddegsted to the United States of America, in Con- 
gress awnnbled. 

Art. V. All power residing or^nally in the people, 
and being derived from them, the several magistrates and 
officers of government, vested with authority, whether legis- 
lative, executive, or judicial, are their substitutes and agents, 
and are at all times ocoonntable to them. 

AsT. VI. No man, nor corporation, or association of 
men, have any other title to obtain advantages, or particular 
and exclusive privileges, distinct from those of the eommu- 
nity, than what anses from the consideration of services 
tendered to the public ; and this title being in nature nei- ~ 
ther hereditary, nor transmissible to children, or descendants, 
or relations hy hlood, the idea of a man bom a magistrate, 
law-givei, or judge, is absurd and unnatural. 

Aet. VII. Government is instituted for the common 
good, for the protection, safety, prosperity and happiness of 
the people; and not for the profit, honor, or private interest 
of any one man, bmily, or class of men : Therefore the peo- 
ple alone have an inoontestible, unalienable and indefeasible 
right to institute government ; and to reform, alter, or to- 
tally change the same, when their protection, safety, prosper- 
ity and happiness require it. 

Akc. VIIL In order to prevent those who are vested 
witli authority, from becoming oppressors, the people have 
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a right, M suoli perioda and in Bacb tnaiuier as the^ bIibII 
eatabliah b; theit frame of gaTemment, to CBiue their public 
officers to return to private life ; and to fill up Tsuant places 
b; certain and regular elecdons and appointments. 

Aet. IX. All electiona ought to be free ; and oU the 
inhabitants of thia Commonwealth, baring Buch qualifica- 
tions as thef shall eetablish by their frame of govemmeut. 
have Bu equal right to elect offioers, and to be elected, for 
pnblic employments. 

Akt. X. Each individual of the society has a right to be 
{m>tected by it in the enjoyment of his life, liberty and prop- 
erty, according to standing laws. He is obliged, conse- 
qnently, to contribute his share to the ex^iense of this 
protection ; to give his personal service, or an equivalent, 
when oeceaaary : but no pact of the property of any individ- 
ual, can, with justioe, be taken bom him, or applied to 
public uses, without his own consent, or that of the repre- 
sentative body of the people. In fine, the people of this 
Common wealths are not controllable by any other laws, than 
those to which their consdtutional representative body have 
given their consent. And whenever the public exigenoiea 
require that the property of any individual should he appro- 
priated to public uses, he shall receive a reasonable compen- 
sadon therefor. 

Abt. XI. Every subject of the Commonwealth ought to 
find a certain remedy, by having recourse to the laws, for all 
injuries or wrongs which he may receive in his person, prop- 
erty, or character. He ought to obtain right and justice 
freely, and without b^ng obliged to purchase it ; completely, 
and without any denial ; promptly, and without delay ; con- 
formably to the laws. 

Abt. XII. No subject shall be held to answer for any 
Climes or offence, until the same is fully and plainly, sub- 
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Etantjally and ibnnaUy, described to him ;. or be compelled 
to acouae, or furnisb. endenca agunst himself. And every 
subject shall have a nght to produce all proofs that may he 
&vorabIe to him ; to meet the witnesses against him, face to 
fiice, and to be fully heard in hia defence by himself, or his 
OOUiuel, at his election.

And the legialatuie shall not make any law that shall 
sutiject any person to a capital or infamous pnnisbmeot, 
excepting for the government of the army and navy, with- 
out trial by jury. 

Akt. XIII. In criminal prosecutions, tbe vra-ification 
of tacU, in the viciQity where they happen, is one of the 
greatest securities of tbe life, liberty, and property of the 



Abt. XIV. Every subject has a right to be secure from 
all unreaaonable searches and seiaures of his person, his 
houses, his papers, and all hia possessions. All warrants, 
thmefbre, are contrary to this right, if tbs cause or founda- 
tion of them be not previously supported by oath or af&rma- 
tion ; and if the order in tbe warrant to a civil officer, to 
make search in suspected places, or to arrest one or more 
suspected peraons, or to seize their property, be not accompa- 
nied with a special designation of the persons or objects of 
search, arrest, or seizure ; and no warrant ought to be issued 
but in cases, and with the Formalities prescribed by the 

AsT. XV. In all controversies concerning property, and 
in all suits between two or mote persons, except in cases in 
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■which it has heretofore been' otherwaya used and pracHsed, 
the parties have a right to trial by jury ; and this method of 
[aoceduie ahall be held sacred, unless, in causea arising on 
the high sea?, and such as relate to marincrB' wages, the 
legislature shall hereafter find it neceasarj' to alter it. 

AaT. XVI. The libwly of flie press ia essential to the 
tecuritj' of freedom in a state : it ought not, therefore, to be 
restrained in ibia Commonwealth. 

Abt. XVII, The people have a right to keep and to bear 
arms for the common defence. And as, in time of peace, 
armies are dangerous to liberty, they onght not to be main- 
tained without the consent of the legialaturc ; and the mili- 
tary power shall always be held tn an exact subordinadon 
to the civil authority, and be governed by it. 

Abt. XVIII A frequent recurrence to the fundamen- 
tal principles of the constitution and a constant adherence to 
those of piety, justice moderation, temperancs, industry, and 
frugality, are absolutely necessary to preserve the advan- 
tages of liberty and tn maintain a free government. The 
people ought, coni^quently to have a particular attendon to 
bU those princ pies in the choice of their officers and repre- 
sentatives : and they have a right to require of their law- 
*giveiB and magistrates, an exact and constant observance of 
them, in the formation and execution of the laws necessary 
for the good adminiatratioii of the Commonwealth. 

Xs,i. XIX. The people have a right, in an orderly and 
peaceable manner, to assemble to consult upon the common 
good ; give instructions to their representatives, and to re- 
quest of the legislative body, by the way of addresses, peti- 
tions, or remonstrances, redress of the wrongs done them, 
and of the grievances they suffer.

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Abt. XX. The power of suspending the lawi, or the 
exeeution of the laws, ought never to be exercised but by ths 
legislatuie, or by authority derired from it, W be exencised 
in Boch particular cases only as the l^islature shall express - 
ly proTide for. 

Art. XXI. The freedom of deliberation, speech and 
debate, in either house of the legislature, is so essential to 
the rights of the people, that it cannot be the foundation of 
any accusation or prosecution, action or complaint, in any 
other court or place whatsoerei. 

Aet. XXII. The legislature ought frequently to assem- 
ble for the redress of grievances, for correcting, strengthening 
and confirming the laws, and for maUng new laws, aa the 
common good may require. 

Art. XXIII. No subsidy, charge, tax, tmpoat, or duties, 
ought to be established, fixed, laid, or levied, under any 
pretext whatsoerer. without the consent of the people, or 
their representatives In the legislature. 

Abi. XXIV. Laws made to punish for actions done 
before the existence of such laws, and which have not been 
declared crimes by preceding laws, are unjust, oppressive, 
and inconsistent with the fundsmcntal principles of a free * 
government. 

AsT. XXV. No subject ought, in any case, or in any 
Hme, to be declared guilty of trea'ion or felony by the legiala- 



Akt. XXVI. No magistrate or court of law shall de- 
mand excessive bail or suretdes, impose e 
inflict cruel or unusual punisbmenU, 
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Abt. XXVII. In time of peace, no soMier ought to be 
quartered in aaj hoiue without the consent of the owner i 
and in time of war, such quarterB ought not to be made but 
by the civil magistrate, in a manner ordained by the legisla- 



Abt. KXYIU. No person can in any case be subjected 
to law-martial, or to any penaltiea or pains, by ratne of that 
law, except those employed in the army or navy, and except 
the militia in actual seirice, bat by au^oiity of the legis- 



Art. XXEX. It is essential to the preserration of the 
lights of every individuali his life, liberty, property and 
character, that there be an impsrdal interpretation of the 
laws, and administration of justice. It is the tight of 
every dtizen to be tried by j udgea as free, impartial and 
independent as the lot of humanity will admit. It is, 
therefore, not onjy the best policy, but for the security 
of the rights of the people, and of every dtizen, that the 
judges of the supreme judicial court should hold their offices 
as long as they behave themselves well, and that they should 
have honorable salaries ascertained and established by stand- 



, Abt. XXX. In the government of this Commonwealth, 
the l^slative department shall never exercise the execndve 
and judicial powers, or either of them ; the executive shall 
never exercise the legislative and judicial powers, or either of 
them; the judicial shall never exercise the legislative and 
executive powers, or either of them r to the end it may be 
a government of laws, and not of men.

Tks people, inhabiting the temtorj (onnerly called the 
Fiorince of Masaachtisetts Bay, do hereby Bolemnly and 
mutually agree with each other, to form, themselvea into a 
free, sovereign and independent body politic or Bta.te, by the 
name of THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHU- 
SETTS. 

CHAPTER I. 

THE LEGISIATITB POWEB. 



Thaaeneral draH. 

A&iicLB I. The department of legi^latiDo shall be form- 
ed by two branches, a Senate and Houae of Representatives, 
each of which shall have a negative on the other. « 

The lepalative body shall assemble every year, on the 
lost Wednesday in May, and at such other times as they 
shall judge necessary ; and shall dissolve and be dissolved, 
on the day next preceding the said last Wednesday in May-; 
and shall be styled, Thb Qbhgiul Codst os fttAssAoao- 
SBim. [See Amendments, Article X.] 

Akt. II. No bill or tesolTe of the senate or house of rep- 
resentatives shall become a law, and have force as such, until 
it shall have been laid before tjie governor for his revissl ; 
and if he, upon such revision, approve thereof, he shall sig- 
nify his approbation by signing the same. But if he have 
anyobjection to the passing of such bill or resolve, he shall 
retom the same, together with hia objections thereto, in 
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writing, to the senate oi house of representatives, in which- ■ 
soever the same shall haje originated, who ahall enter the 
objectians sent down by the governor, at large, oa their 
records, and proceed to reconsider the said bill or resolve : 

.bat if, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of the said . 
senate or house of representatives, shall, notwithstanding the 
said ohjcctiona, agree to pass the same, it shall, together 
with the objections, be sent to the other branch of the l^ps- 
lature, wheie it shall also be reconsidered, and if approved 
by two-thirds of the members present, shall have the 
force of a law : but in sll such cases, the votes of both 
houses shall be determined by yeas and nays ; and the 
names of the persons voting for, or against, the said bill or 

' resolve, shall be entered upon the pubUc records of the 
Commonwealth. 

And in order to prevent uiineeesMrj delays, if any bill or 
resolve shall not be returned by the governor within five 
days-after it shall have been presented, the same shall have 
the foree of a law.

_ Akt. ni. The general court shall forever have fall power 
and authority to erect and constitute judicatories and courts 
of record, or other courts, to be held in the name of the 
Coipmon wealth, for the hearing, trying and determining of 
all manner of crimes, offences, pleas, processes, plaintsi 
actions, maltera, causes and things, whatsoever, arising or 
happening within the Commonwealth, or between or con- 
cerning persons inhabiting, or residing, or brought within 
the same; vhether the same be criminal or civil, or 
whether the said crimes be capital or not capital, and 
whether the sidd pleas be real, personal, or mixed ; and 
for the awarding and making out of execution there- 
upon : to which courts and judicatories are hereby given 
and granted full power and authority, from time to time, 
to administer oaths or affirmations, for the better dfecorary

Abt. IV. And further, full powex and authority are heie- 
.by ^ven and granted to the said general court, from time to 
tiine. to make, ordain and estahlieh, all manner of wholesome 
and reasonable orders, la wB, BtBtules and ordinances, directiona 
and inatructiona, either with penalties or without ; bo bb the 
same he not repugnant oi contrary to this conetitution, as 
they shall judge to be for the good and welfare of this Com- 
monwealth, and for the goveniment and ordering thereof, and 
of the subjects of the Mme, andfor the necesEsry aiipportand 
defence of the government thereof ; and to name and settle 
annuallj, or provide by fixed laws for the naming and 
settling, all civil ofGcera within the said Commonwealth, 
the election and constitution of whom are not hereafter 
la this form of government otherwise provided for ; and to 
set forth the aeveral duties, powers and limits, of the several 
civil and military officers of this Commonwealth, and the 
^rms of such oaths or affirmations ss ahall be respecdvety 
administered unto them for the execution of their several 
iMcee and places, so as the same be not repugnant or. 
contrary to this constitution ; and to impose and levy 
propordonal end reasonable assessments, rates and taxes, 
upon all the inhabitants of, and persons resident, and estates 
lying, within the said Commonwealth ; and also to impose 
and levy reasonable duties and excises upon any produce, 
goods, wares, merchandise, and commodities whatsoever, 
brought into, produced, manufactured, or being 'within 
the same ; to be issued and disposed of by warrant, 
under the hand of the governor of this Commonwealth 
for the time being, with the advice and consent of the cotin- 
cil, for the public service, in the necessary defence and 
support of the government of the said Commonwealth, and 
the ptcCection and preaervation of the aubjeds thereof 
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aceording to such acta aa are, or shall he in force within the 

And while the public charges of govemmeut, or an; part 
thereof, shall be assessed on polls and estates, in the manner 
that has hitherto been practised, in order that such assess- 
ments may be made with equality, there ahall be a valuation 
of estates within the Commonwealth, taken anew, once in 
every ten yeara at least, and aa much oftener as the general 
ooiut ahall order. 

CHAPTEH I. 

Senate. 

Article I. There ahall be annually elected, by the free- 
holders and other inhabitants of this Commonwealth, qualtSed 
aa in this conatitution is provided, forty persons to be coim- 
cillont and senators, for the year ensuing their election ; to be 
chosen by the inhabitants of the districts, into which the Com- 
tnonwealth may from Cirae to time be divided by the general 
court for that purpose : and the genera] court, in assigning 
the numbers to be elected by the respective districts, ahall 
govern themselves by the proportion of the public tases paid 
by the said districts ; and timely make known, to the inhab- 
itants of the Commonwealth, the limits of each district, and 
the number of councilloia and senators to be chosen therein ; 
provided, that the number of such districts shall never be 
less than thirteen ; and that no district be so large' as 
to entitle the same to choose marc than six senators. [See 
Amendments, Articles XIII. and XVI ] 

And the several countiea in this Commonwealth shall, 
antit the general court shall determine it necessary to alter 
the sqid districts, be districts for the choice of councillon 
and senators, (except that the counties of Dukes County and 
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Nnntncket sliall form one district foT that purpose,) and 
shall elect the following number for counciUors and sen- 
ators, Tiz. ; — [See Amendments, Article XIII.]

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Abt. II. The senate shall be the Btdt branch of the legis- 
lature; and the senators shall be chosen in Ihe following 
manner, viz. : there shall be a meeting on the first Monday 
in April, annually, foreirer, of the inhabitants of each town 
in the several counties of this Commonwealth, to be called 
by the setecbmeii, and warned iu due course of law, at least 
Beven days before the firsl Monday in April, for the purpose 
of electing persons to b» senator* and councillors; and at 
such racetingi every male inhabitant of twenty-one years of 
age and upwards, having a freehold estate, within the Com- 
monwealth, of the annual income of three pounds, or any 
estate of the value of sixty pounds, shall have a right to give 
in his vote for the senators for the district of which he is 
an inhabitant. And to remove all doubts concerning the 
meaning of the word " Inhabitant," in this constitution, 
every person shall be considered as an inhabitant, for the 
purpose ot electing and being elected into any office, or place 
within this State, in that town, district, or plantation, where 
he dwelleth, or hath his home.

The selectmen of the several towns shall preside at such 
meetings impartially, and shall receive the votes of all the 
inhabitantfl of such towns present and qualified to vote for

respective towns : and the plantation meetings for that pur- 
pose shall be held, annually, on the same first Monday in 
April, at such place in the plantations, respectively, as the 
assessors thereof shall direct ; which assessors shall have 
like authority for notifying the electors, collecting and re- 
turning the votes, as the selectmen and town clerks have in 
their several towns, by this constitution. And all othei 
persons living in places unincorporated, (qualified as afortf- 
laid,) who shall be assessed to the support of govern- 
ment, by the assessors of an adjacent town, shall have the 
privilege of giving in their votes for councillors and senators, 
in the town where they shall be assessed, and be notified of 
the place of meeting, by the selectmen of the town where 
they shall be assessed, for that purpose, accordingly. [See 
Amendments, Article X.j

Benston on the laat Wednesday in May, annoslly, the gov- 
cmor, with five of the council, for the time being, shall, as 
soon as maf be, examine the returned copies of such reoords ;

many voted for ; and out of these, shall elect by ballot a 
number of senators sufficient to fill up the vacancies in such 
distiict ; and io this manner all such vacandee shall be filled 
up in every district of the Commonwealth ; and in like man- 
ner all vacancies in the senate, arising by death, removal out 
of the State, or otherwise, shall be supplied aa soon as may 
be after such vacancies shall happen.

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CHAPrEE I. 

SBCTIOK III. 
Biiu3« of Representative). 

Aktiolb I. There sbaU be in the legulatore of this Com* 

monwealch, a lepresentation of the people, annually elected, 
und founded upon the principle of equality. 

Art. II. And in order to provide for a representation of 
the citizens of this Commonwealth, founded upon the prin- 
ciple of equality, every corporate town, containing one ' 
hundred and fifty ratable polls, may elect one repreaenta- 
tive) every corporate town containing three hundred and, ' 
Beventy-flve ratable poUe, may elect two repreaentstivea j 
every corporate town containing nix hundred ratable polls, 
may elect three repreacntatives ; and proceeding in that 
manner, making two hundred and twenty-five ratable polls 
the mean increasing number for every additional representa- 
tive. [See Amendments, Articles SIX. and XIII.] 

Provided, nevertheleaa, that each town now incorporated, 
not having one hundred and Sfty ratable polls, may elect 
one representative i but no place shall hereafter he incorpo- 
rated with the privilege of electing a representative, unless 
there are within the same, one hundred and fifty ratable 
polls. 

And the house of rapreeentatives shall have power, from 
time to time, to impose fines upon such towns as shall neg- 
lect to choose and return members to the same, agreeably to 



The expenses of travelling to the general assembly, and 
retnming home, once in every session, and no more, shall be 
p«d by the government, out of the public treasury, to every 
member who shall attend as seasonably as he can, in the 
judgment of the house, and does not depart without leave. 
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Abt. hi. Every member of the hotwe <rf' representatives

Every male person, being twenty-one years of 
age, and resident in any partioular town in this Conunon- 
wealth, for the space of one year next preceding, having a 
freehold estate within the same town, of the annual income 
of three pounds, or any eatate of the value of sixty-pounds, 
shall have a right to vote in the choice of a lepresentatiTe or 
representatives for the said town, [See Amendments, Arti- 
cle III.] 

Aui. V. The memben of the house of representatives 
shall be chosen annually in the month of May, tea days at 
least, before the last Wednesday of that month. [See 
Amendments, Articles X. and XV.] 

Aet, VI. The house of repreaentatives shall be the grand 
inquest of this Commonwealth ; and all impeachments made 
by them shall be heard and tried by the senate. 

Abt. VII. All money bills shall originate in the house of 
representatives ; but the senate may propose or eoucur with 
amendments, ■■ un other bills. 

Abt. VIII. The house of representativea shall have pow- 
er to adjourn themsdves ; provided snch a^jotmunent shall 
not exceed two days at a time. 
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Abt. IX. Not less than sixtj memben of the house of 
repieeenUtivea «haU constitute n quorum for doing buainesa. 



A&T. X. The hoiue of repceseutatiTes Bball be the judge 
of the returns, electioiu, and qu^flcatiooB of Ita own mem* 
berg, u pointed out ia the constitutioit ; shall choose thdi 
own speaker, appoint their own officers, and settle the rules 
acd orders of proceeding iu their own house. Thej shall - 
have authoritf to ponish b j imprisonment, every peison, not 
a member, who shall be suUt7 of disrespect to the house, by 
any disorderly or contemptuous behavior in its presence ; or 
who, in the town where the general court is sitting, and dur- 
ing the time of ita sitting, shall threaten harm to the body or 
estate of any of its members, for any thing said or done 
in the house ; or who shall assault any of them therefor ;

Abt. XI. The senate studl have the same powers in tjio 
like cases; and the governor and couucU shall have the 
same authority to punish in like cases : jfforided that no 
imprisonment, on the warrant or order of the govemor, 
council, senate, or house of lepresentativeB, for either of the 
above described offisncea, be for a term exceecUng thirty days. 

And the senate and house of reptesentativsa may try and 
determine all oases wheie theii rights and privil^ies are con- 
cerned, and which, by the constitution, they have authority 
to try and determine, by committees of their own members, 
or in such other way as they may, respectirely, think beat.

and the secretary shall lay the same before the senate and 
the house of representatives, on the last Wednesday in May, 
to be by them examined ; and in caee of an election by a 
m^raity of all the votes returned, the choice shall be by 
them declared and published ; but if no person shall have a 
minority of votes, the house of representatives, shall, by 
ballot, elect two out of four persons, who had the highest 
number of Totee, if so many shaUhave been voted for; but, if 
otherwise, oat of the number voted for ; and make return to 
the senate of the two persons so elected ; on which, the senate 
shall proceed, by ballot, to elect one, who shall be declared 
governor. [See Amendments, Articles n., X., XTV., XY.] 

Abt. rv. The governor shall have authority, from time to 
time, at his disoretiau, to assemble and call together the coun- 
cillors of this Commonwealth for the time beidg ; and the gov- 
ernor, withtheBaidcoancillora,aTSveof them, at least, shall, 
and may, frOQ time to time, hold and keep a council, for 
the otdering and directing the affjurs of the Commonwealth, 
agreeably to the constitution and the laws of the land. 

Abi, V, The govenior, with advice of council, shall 
liave full power and authority, during the session of the 
general court, to adjourn or prorogue the same to any time 
the two houses shall deaire ; and to dissolve the same on 
the day next preceding the last Wednesday in May ; and, 
in the recess of the said court, to prorogue the same from 
time to time, not exceeding ninety days in any one tecess : 
and to call it together sooner than the time to which it may 
be ac^oumed or prorc^ued, if the welfare of the Common- 
wealth shall require the same ; and incase of any infections 
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disorder pKv^ing In the place where the said court is 
next &[ any time to convene, or any other cause happening, 
whereby danger miy arise to the health or liTes of the mem- 
bers from their attendance, he may direct the session to be 
held at some other, the most convenient place within the 
State. [See Amendments, Article X.] 

And the governor ahall dissolve the said general court on 
the day next preceding the last Wednesday in May. [See 
Amendments, Article X.] 

Abt. VI. In cases of disagreement between the two 
houses, with regard to the necesuty, expediency, or time of 
ai^ournment, or prorogation, the governor, with advice of 
the council, shall have a right to adjourn or prorogue the 
general court, not exceeding ninety days, as he shall deter- 
mine the public good shall require, 

Akt. yn. The governor of this Commonwealth, for the 
time being, shall he the commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy, and of all the military forces of the State, by sea and 
land ; and sitall have full power, by himself, or by any com- 
mander, or other offlcei or officers, from time to time, to 
tndn, instruct, exerdse and govern the militia and. navy ; 
and, for the spcual defence and safety of the Commonwealth, 
to assemble in martial array, and put in warlike posture, the 
inhabitants thereof, and to lea^ and conduct them, and with 
them, to encounter, repel, resist, expel and pursue, by force 
of arms, as vrell by sea as by land, within or without the 
limits of this Commonwealth, and also to. kill, slay and 
destroy, if necessary, and conquer, by all fitting ways, enter- 
prises and means whatsoever, all, and every such person and 
persons as shall, at any time hereafter, in a hostile manneri 
attempt or enterprise the destruction, invasion, detriment, or 
annoyance of this Commonwealth; and to use and exerdse, 
over the army and navy, and over the militja in actual ser- 
vice, the law martial, in time of war or invasion, and alEo in 
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tiuk? of rebellion, dectated by the legislature to exiat, fts 
occasion shall necesaaclly require ; and to take and surprise, 
by all ways and means whatsoever, all and every such per- 
aon or persons, with their ships, anns, ammnnition aud 
other goods, as shall, in a hostile manner, invade or' attempt 
the invading, conquering, or annoying this Commonwealth ; 
and that the governor be intrusted with all these and other 
powers, incident to the oSces of captain-general and com- 
roander- in-chief, and admiral, to be ex«cciaed agreeably to 
the rules and regulations of the constitution, and the laws of 
the land, and not otherwise. 

Provided, that the said govemor sball not, at any time 
liereafter, by virtue of any power by this constitution grant- 
ed, or hereafter to be granted to him by ttie legislature, 
transport any of the inhabitants of this Commonwealth, or 
oblige them to march oat of the liiaits of the same, without 
their free and voluntary consent, or the consent of the general 
court ; except eo far as may be necessary to march or transport 
them by load or water, for the defbnee of such part of the 
State to which they cannot otherwise conveniently have 



A-BX. yilL The power of pardoning offences, except 
such as persons may be convicted of before the senate, by an 
impeachment of the house, shall be in the govemor, by and 
with the advice of council ; but no charter of pardon, grant- 
ed by the governor, with advice of the council, before 
convicdon, shall avail the party pleading the same, notwith- 
standing any genersl or particular expreeuons contained 
therein, descriptive of the offence or offences intended to be 
potdoned. 

A.aT. IX. A11 judicial oiBcera, the attorney- general, the 
solicitor-general, all sherifla, coroners, and registers of pro- 
bate, shall be nominated and appointed by the govemor, by 
and with tiie advice and consent of the council ; and every 
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Bach nominatioti shall be made by the govemor, and made 
at least leven days prior to Buch appointment. [SeeAmend- 
mentB, Articles XIV., XVIL, XK,] 

Abt. X. The captains and aubaltern? of the milida sbaU 
be elected by the written votes of the train-band and alarm, 
list of theii respectiTe companies, of twenty-one years of age 
and upward) ; the field offioera of regiments shall be elected 
by the written votes of the captains and subalterns of theii 
tespecttve r^menta ; the brigadiers shall be elected in like 
manner, by the field officers of tbeii respective brigades ; 
and each officers, so elected, shall be commissioned by the 
governor, who shall deternune their tank. [See Amend- 
ments, Article V.] 

The Ic^iialature shall, by standing laws, direct the time 
and manner of convening the electors, and of collecting 
votes, and of certifying to the governor the officers elected. 

The m^or-generals shall be appointed by the senate and 
house of repiesentatives, each having a negative upon the 
other i and be commissioned bj the governor. • 

And if the electors of brigadiers, field officers, captains or 
Buballema, sball neglect or refuse to make such electioUB, 
after being duly notified, according to the laws for the time 
b^ng, then the governor, with advice of council, shall ap- 
point suitable persons to fill such offices. 

And no officer, duly commissioned to command in the 
militia, shall be removed from his ofB.ce, but by the address 
of both houses to the governor, or by fair trial in court mar- 
tial, pursuant to tbe laws of the Commonwealth for the time 
being^ [See Amendments, Article IV.] 

The commimding officers of regiments shall appoint their 
adjutants and quarter-masters ; the brigadiers their brigade- 
majors ; and the major- generals their wds ; and the gov- 
ernor shell appoint the adjutant- general. 

The governor, with advice of council, shall appoint all 
officers of the continental army, whom by the confederation 
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of the United States it ii provided Ihct thu Canunouwealth 
BhsU appoint, — as slao all officers of fort* uid gairiMiiu. 

The divlgiana of the militia into brigades, regiments and 
campiaiei, made in pnrausnce of the militia laws now in 
force, shall be oonsideiad as the proper diTiaiaai of the mili- 
tia of this Commonwealth, nntil the same shall b« alterad in 
pursuance of some future law. 

Art. XI. No moneys shall be issued out of the treasorj 
of this Commonwealth and disposed of (except Buch sucos as 
may be appropriated for the redemption of Mils of credit oi 
tieasurei'a notes, or for the payment of interest arising theie- 
on) but by wsirsnt under the hand of the goreroor for the 
time being, with the advice and consent of the council, tat 
the necessary defbice and support of the Commonwealth, 
and Ibr the protection and [seserration of the inhabitant* 
thereof, agreeably to the ads and resolves of the general 

• Abt. xn. All public boards, the commissary- genetnl, all 
superintending officers of public magazines and stores, be- 
lon^ng to this Conunonwealth, and all commanding oficers 
of forts and garrisons within the same, shall, once in every 
three months, offidallj and without requisition, and at 
Other times, when reqniied by the governor, deliver to him 
an account of all goods, storci, prorisions, ammunition, 
cannon with thrir appendages, and small arms with their 
accoutrements, and of all other public property whatever 
under their oace, respeotivelj ; disdnguishing the quantity, 
number, quality, aud kind of each, as particularly as may 
be ; together with the condition of such forts and ganisons ; 
and the said commanding officer shall exhibit to the governor, 
when required by him, true and exact plans of such forts, 
and of the land and sea, or hBrbcT or harbcrs, adjaeenL 

And the said boards, aad all pubhc oEcecs, shall commO' 
nicBte to the governor, as soon as may be after leceiTlngthe 
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same, all letters, dispatche*, and intelligences of a public 
nature, wlkich aball be direoted to them lespeotively. 

Akt. XnL As the public good leqiiires tliat the govent- 
01 ahoald not be under the undue influence of any of the 
members of the general court, b j a dependence on them for 
his support— that ha should, in all cases, act with freedom 
for the benefit of the public— that he should not hare his 
ettentioii neoeesatil; diverted from that object to his priTate 
concerns — and that he should maintain the dignit^r of the 
Commonwealth in the chantcter of its ohieF magistrate— it is 
necessary that he should hsTe an honorable stated salary, of 
a fixed and permanent value, amply sufficient for those pur- 
poses, and established by standing laws : and it shall be 
among the first acts of the general oouit, after the com- 
mencement of this oonstitatioii, to establish such salary by 
law accordingly. 

Permanent and honorable salaries shall also be estabUshed 
by law for the justices of the supreme judicial court. 

And if it shall be fonnd, that any of die salaries aforeeiud, 
BO established, are insuffldent, they shsll, f^om time to time, 
be enlarged, as the general court shall jndge proper. 



CHAPTER II. 



lAeutenaia- Governor. 

Aktiolb I. There shall be annually elected a lieutenant* 
govetuor of the Commonwealth of Mastacbusetta, whose 
title shall be— fiw &mor; and who diall be qualified, in 
point of religion, property, and residence in the Common* 
wealA,' in the same manner with the govenioi ; and the day 
and manner of his election, and the qualiScatioiis of the 
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electors, shall be the same as are required in the electioa of 
a governor. The tetarn of the votes for thie oBicer, and the 
decUradoD of his election, shell ~be in the same manner ; and 
if DO one penon shall be found to have a m^oritj of all the 
votes returned, the vacancy shall be filled by the senate and 
house of representatives, in the same manner as the governor 
is to be elected, in case no one person shall have a majority 
of the votes of the people to be governor. [S^e Amend- 
ments, Articles lU., VI., X., XV.] 

Aai. n. The governor, and in Ms absence the lieuten- 
nnt-govemor, shall be president of the council, but shall 
have no vote in council ; and the lieutenant-governor shall 
always be a member of the council, except when the chair 
of the governor shall be vacant. 

Abt. III. Whenever the chair of the governor shall be 
vacant, by reason of his death, or absence from the Common- 
wealth, or otherwise, the lieutenant- governor, for the time 
bdng, shall, during such vacancy, perform all the duties 
incumbent apon the governor, and shall have and eKcrcise all 
the pollers and authorities, which, by this constitutian, the 
governor is vested with, when personally present. 



CHAPTER II. 



Coaneil, and the Manner of leliling Eledioal by the Legitlalare. 

AanoLE L There shall be a coundl for advising the gov- 
ernor in the executive part of the government, to consist of 
nit»e persons besddea the lieutenant-governor, whom the 
governor, for the time beii^, shall have full power and 
anthi^ty, from time to time, at his discretion, to asmnbls 
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and call together ; and the governor, with the aaid coancil' 
lore, or Sve of them at least, shall and may, from time to 
tune, hold and keep a oouocil, for the ordering and directing 
the aSaird of the Commonwealth, according to the laws of 
the land. [See Amendments, Article XVI.] 

Akt. IL Nin»counciUar b shall be annuallfchoBeit from, 
among the parsoos returned for oonnciUorB and senBtoni, on 
the laat Wednesday in Hay, bj the joint ballot of the sena- 
ton and representatives assetubled in one room ; and in caae 
there shall not be found, npon the first choice, the whole 
nitmber of nine persons who will acceptaseat in the conncil, 
the defidenof shall be made np by the ulectori aforesaid 
Stora among the people at large ; and the numbra of senators 
left, shall constitute the senate for the year. The seats of the 
persona thna elected &om the senate, and accepting the trust, 
shall be Taoated in the senate. [See Amendments, Articles 
X., XIII., XVI.] 

Aki. nl. The eoonrallors, in the civil arrangements of 
, the Commonwealth, shall have rank next after the Ueuteqant- 
govenior. 

Aet. rV. Not more than two councillots shaU be chosen 
out of an J one district of this Commonwealth. 

Abt. Y. The resolutions and advice of the councn shall 
be recorded in a roister, and wgaed by tb^membera present ; 
and this record may be called for, at any time, by eitber 
house of the legislature ; and any member of the council 
may insert hia opinion, contrary to the resolution of the 
minority. 

AsT. VI. WheneTei the office of the governor and lieu- 
tenant-governor shall be vacant, by reason of death, absence, 
or Qthervrise, then the council, or the major part of them', 
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shall, during such vacancy, have fall power aud anthority, 
to do, and execute, all and every such acts, matters and 
things, B9 the governor or the lieutenant-governor nught or 
could, by virtue of this constitution, do or execute, if they, 
or either of them, were personally present. 

Abt. VII. And whereas the election* appointed to be 
made by this constitution, on the last Wednesday ia May, 
annually, by the two houses of the legislature, may not be 
completed on that day, tho said electione may be adjoomed 
from day to day, until the same shall be completed. And 
the order of elections shall be as tgMoyfs : the vacancies in 
the senate, if any, shajl first be filled np ; the governor and 
Iieutenan^ governor shall then be elected, provided there 
should be no choice of them by the people i and aflervrards 
the two houses shall proceed to the election of the counclL 



CHAPTER 11. 



Secrttary, Traanrer, CommUtary, fy. 

Abticlb L The secretary, treasurer and wcwver- general, 
and the commissary- general, notaries public, and naval offi- 
cers, shall be chosen annually, by joint ballot of the senators 
and representatives, in one room. And, that the citizens of 
this Commonwealth may be assured, from time to time, that 
the moneys remaining in the public treasury, upon the settie- 
ment and liquidation of the public accounts, are their proper' 
ty, no man shall be eligible as treasurer and receiver- general 
more than five years successively. [See Amendments, Arti- 
cles IV., XVU.] 

Abt. II. The records of the Commonweslth shall be kept 
in the office of the secretary, who may appoint his deputies. 
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fot whose conduct be shaQ be Mcounbible, nnd be ahatl 
attend tba goTernoi and council, tbe senate and house of 
represeutittives, in. person, or by his deputies, as they sb«U 
teapectivel]' require. 



AaxiOLB L Tlie tenure, that all commisBioa officers shall 
hy law bftve in thedc offices, shall be expressed in their re- 
spectiTe oommisuons. All judidil officers, dulj appointed, 
comnuseioned and swom, shall hold their offices daring good 
behaTior, excepting snch coneeming whom there is different 
provision made in this constitution : provided, neverthalessi 
the governor, with consent of the conndl, may remove them 
upon the Eiddiees of both bouses of the l^islature. 

Abt. II. Each branch of the legislature, as well as the 
governor and council, ahall have authority to require the 
opinions of the jusdcee of the supreme judicial court, upon 
important qnestionB of law, and upon solemn occasions. 

AsT. III. In order that the people maj not suffer from 

the long contiQuance in place of any justice of the peace, who 
shall &il of discharging the important duties of his office with 
ability or ttdelity, all eommissiona of justices of the peace 
shall expire and become void, in the term of seven years 
&om their respective dates ; and, apou the expiration of any 
eommissioa, the same may, if necessary, be renewed, or 
another person appointed, as shall most conduce to the well- 
being of the Commouwettlth. 

AsT. IV. The judges of probate of wills, and for grant- 
ing letters of administratioD, shall hold their (lourts at such 
place or places, on &ied days, as the convenience of the 
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people shall require ; and the l^isUtiire sliall, from time to 
Ume, hereafter appoint such times and places ; until which 
appaiaCments, the eaid courts shall be holden at the times 
and places which the reapeetire judges shall direct. 

Abt. V. All causes of marriage, divoroe and alimony, 
and alt appeals from the judges of probate, shall be heard 
and determined bj the gorranor and council, until the l^is- 
lature shall, hy law, make other provision. 



CHAPTER IT. 



The delegates of this Commonwealth to the dingrass of the 
Vmted States shall, BOm« time in the mouth of June, annu- 
ally, be elected by the joint ballot of tlie senate and house of 
represeutatiTes, assembled together in one room ; to serre in 
congress tor one year, to commence on the first Uonday in 
November then next enauing. They shall have commissiona 
under thg hand of the gorernor, and the great seal of the 
Commonwealth ; but may be recalled at any time within the 
year, and others chosen and commissioned, in the same man- 
ner, in their stead. [Annulled by the adoption of the Cou- . 
Btitntion of the United States.]

AetccIiB I. -Whereas our wise and pious ancestors, to early 

ts the year one thousand Ax. hundred and thirty-six, laid tlw 
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foundaKon of Eamird Coltege, in -which univerdty many 
persons of gieaC eminence hare, bj the blessing of OoB, 
been initiated in those arts and sciences which qn»1iftedthem 
for public employments, both in ohnrch and state ; and 
irheieas the encouragement of arte and scinicea, and allgood 
Kteratute, tends to the honor of God, the advantage of the 
Christian religion, and the great benefit of this, and the oflier 
United States of America, — it is declared, that the Pbebidbiii 
ajTD Fbllows op Hakvikd Collbob, in their corporate 
caparaty, and thrir successors in that capacity, their officers 
and servants, shall have; hold, nse, exercise and enjoy, all the 
powers, authorities, righta, liberties, privil^es, immimities 
and franchises, which they now have, or arS entitled to hare, 
hold, use, Sieroise and enjoy ; and the same are hereby rati- 
fied and oonfirmed unto them, the said preddent and fellows 
of Harvard College, and to their successots, and to their 
officers, and serranta, respectively, forerer. 

Aar. II. And whereas th&e have been, at sundry times, 
by divers persons, gifts, grants, devises of houses, lands, ten- 
ements, goods, chattels, legaoiea and conveyances, heretofore 
made, either to Harvard College in Cambridge, in Kew Eng- 
land, or to the president and fellows of Harvard College, or 
to the Bud College, by some other description, under several 
charters successively; it is declared, that all the said gifts, 
grants, devises, legacies and conveyances, are hereby forever 
confirmed unto the president and fellows of Harvard College, 
and to their auccesBora, iu the capacity aforesaid, according to 
the true intent and meaning of the donor or donors, grantor 
or grantors, devisor or devisora. 

Abt. III. And whereas by an act of the general court of 
the Colony of Massachusetts Bay, passed in the year one 
thousand six hundred and forty-two, the governor and dep- 
uty-governor, for the time being, and all the magistrates of 
that jurisdiction, were, with the president, and a number of 
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tbs elrngj in tlis bUiI act described, oonatituted the oreraeen 
of Hamrd College ; and it being necessary, in this new 
eourtitutioa of gOTenunent, ta aaceitiun who Bball be deemed 
■ncMuon to the uid goremoi, depntj-goTemor, and mag- 
iitnUa ; it ii declared, that the goremor, lieutenant- gOT- 
emor, council and senite of this Commonwealth, ate, and 
■hall be deemed, their eucceasorB ; who, with the president 
of Harvud Coll^, for the time being, together with the 
nuniitGTB of the congregational churches in the towns of 
Cambridge, Watertown, Charlestawn, Boston, Ro^bucy and 
DcuchMter, mentioned in the said act, shall be, and hereby 
■re. Tested wi& all the powos and authority belonging, or 
in any way appTtaining, to the oretBeers of Esirord Col- 
lage; provided, that nothing herein shall be construed to 
prerent the legislature of ttua Commonwealth f^om making 
■DOh alterations in the government of the Mtd university, as 
shall be conducive to its advantage, and the interest of the 
repnblio of letters, in as fall a manner as might have been 
done by the legialature of the late Province of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay.

Wisdom and knowledge, as well as virtue, ^^■ff'|■■^^ gen- 
erally among the body of the people, bring neeeaaary for 
the preservation of their rights juad liberties ; and as these 
depend on epteading the oppoHunities and advantages of 
education in the various parts of the eounliyi and among 
die different orders of the people, it shall be the duty of 
legislatnree and magistrales, in all future perioda of this 
Commonwealth, to cherish the interests of literature and the 
B, and all seminaries of them; especially the university 
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mt Cambridge, public tckaoie, and grammu echools in the 
totras ; to eacoQT^e private societieg, and public iiulitii- 
tions, rswards and immauities, for the promotion of agrieol- 
tuie, arts, adences, commerce, trades, mannfactiues, and a 
aatnral history of the ooantrj', to coiinteiiance and incQlcate 
the principles of hnmanity and general benevolence, pubUo 
and private charitj, industry and frugality, honesty and 
pnnctaality in their dealings ; Bincoity , good humor, and - 
all WKdol affections and generous aentiments among tha. 
people. [See Amendments, Article XYIIL]

AsTiOLB L Any penon chosen goTernor, lieutenant- gOT- 
emor, conneiltor, senator, or tepresentatiTe, end accepting the 
trust, shall, before he proceed to execute the duties of hU place 
or office, make and subscribe the following declaration, via. : 

" I, A. B., do declare, that I believe the Christian te< 
Ugioa, and have a Arm. persuasion of its truth ; and that I am 
■oEed and possessed, in my own right, of the property re- 
quired by the constitution, a» one qnaMcatton for Oie offles 
or place to which I am elected," [See Amendments, Article 
TIL] 

And the governor, lieutenant-governor, and eouncillora, 
■hall make and snbai^be the aatd decUnlion, in the presence 
(tf the two houses of assembly ; and the senators and repre- 
sentattves, first elected under this oonstitntion, before the 
president and five of the oaundl of the former constitution. 
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and forever afWw*KU, before the governor and oouncil for 
the time b^g. 

And ererj person, ehoien to either of the places or officea 
albreaaid, u also any person appointed or commisaioaed to 
anj judicial, e^ucutiTe, nulitatj, oi other office under the 
gOTeriiiDent, shall, before he enters on the discharge of the 
ba*iaei» of his pUoe or office, take and subsciibe the fotlatr- 
ing declaration, and oaths or affirmations, iriz. : 
• ■■ I, A. B., do truly and sincerely acknowledge, profess, 
testify and declare, that the Commonwealth of Massacha- 
■etta is, and of right ought to be, a free, sovereign, and inde- 
pendent State ; and I do swear, that I will bear true faith 
and allegiance to the said Commonwealth, and that I will 
defend the same againit traitorons conspiracies and all hostile 
attempt] whatsoever ; and that I do renounce and abjure all 
allegiaace, subjection and obedience to the king, queen, ot 
gaverninent of Great Britain, (as the ease maj be,) and 
every other foreign power whatsoever; and that no foreign, 
prince, person, prelate, state, or potentate, hath, or ought to 
have, any jurisdiction, auperiority, preeminence, authority, 
dispen^ng or other power, in any matter, ainl, ecclesiastical 
or spiritual, within this Commonwealth ; except the author- 
ity and power which is or may be rested by their constitu- 
ente in die congress of the TTnited States ; and I do further 
testify and declare, that no man, or body of men, hath, or 
can have, any right to absolve or discharge me from the obli- 
gation of this oath, declaration, or affirmation ; and that I do 
make this acknowledgment; profession, testimony, declara- 
tion, denial, renunciation and abjoration, heartily and truly, 
■ocording to the oommon meaning and acceptation of the 
forgoing words, without any equivocation, mental evasion, 
ta secret reservation whatsoever. So help me, Ood." 

'■ I, A. B., do solemnly Bvrear and affirm, that I will faith- 
fully and impkrtially discharge and perform all the duties 
inoumbent oa me as , according to the 

best of my abilities and understanding, agreeably to therules 
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Uid regulations of the ebiutitation, and the lawB of the 
Commonwealth, So help ma, Oon." [See AmeudmentB, 
Article VI.] 

Provided al ways, tiiat when any pereon, cboeen oc appoint- 
ed as aforesaid, shall be of the denomination of the people 
called Quakers, and shall decline taking the sud oaths, he 
shall make his affirmation in the foregoing form, and snb' 
Mribe the scune, omitting the words, " I do latar," "and 
aljjiire," " oath or," " and afyuration," in the first oath ; and 
in the aeoond oath, the words, " jiMor and," and in each of 
them the words, " Sa help me, Gon;" sabjoining inetead 
thereof, " ThU I do Mnderthepaira andptnallieM of peijury."

Abt. II. No govemor, lieutenant- govetnor, or judge of 
the supreme judicial court, shall hold any other offiee or 
place, under the authority of this Commonwealth, eicept 
such as by this constitution they are admitted to hold, saving 
that the judges of the said court may hold the offices of jus- 
tices of the peace through the Stale ; nor shall they hold any 
other place or office, or receive any penaion oi salary from. 
any other state, or government, or power, whatever. 

No person ahall be capable of holding or exendaing at th* 
same time, within this Slate, more than one of the following 
offices, vii. : judge of probate — sheriff— regiater of probate — 
or register of deeds; and nerei m<He than any two officei. 
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which are to be held by appointment of the goTetnor, or the 
goTemor and coundl, or the senatB, or the house of repre- 
santatiTea, or hj the election of ths people of the State at 
ll^e, or of the people of anj county, mtUtory offices, and 
the offices of juatices of the peaee excepted, shall be held by 

No penon holding the office of jui^of the supreme j'adi- 
dial court — secretary — attorney- general — solioitoi-genecal — 
treasurer or recdver-general — judge of probate — cranntissary- 
general — president, professor or instructor of Harvard C0I7 
lege — sheriff — cleriL of the house of representatiTes — rt^ter 
of probate — roister of deeds — clerk of the supreme judicdal 
oonrt — clerk of the inferior court of common pleas— or offi- 
cer of the customs, including in this desoription naval oAcere 
— «hall at the same lime have a seat in the leiiate or house of 
repreeentatiTea ; but thdr bedng choaea or appointed to, and 
aoeepting the same, shall operate as a reugnation of their 
■eat in the senate or house of lepresentatLTCe ; and the place 
■0 Taosted shall be filled up. [See Ameudmeuts, Article 
VJU.] 

And the same rule shall take place in case any judge of 
ttae said supreme jadiciol court, or judge of probate, shall 
■ocspt a seat in council ; or any oouodllor shall accept of 
eithet of thoee offices or places. 

And no person shall em be adnuUed to hold a seat in the 
legislature, or any office of trust or importance under the 
gOTonnientof this Commonwealth, who shall, in the due 
course of law, hare been conTicted of bribery or corruption, 
in obtuning an election or appointment. 



Abt. IIL In all casee, where sums of money are meo- 
tioned in this constitntlon, the value thereof shall be com- 
puted in silver, at six shillings and eight pence per ounce ; 
and it shall be in the power of the legislature, frcaa time to 
tim^ to Increase such qnaUflcadons, as to property, of the 
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persons to be elected to offices, as the dreanutances of the 
Commonneidth shall require. 

Abt, it. All oammiflsiona ahsJl be in the name of the 
Comminffaalth of Uoraachusetts, signed by the governor, 
and attejted bj the aecretarj or his deputy , and have ths , 
great seal of the Commonwealth affixed thereto. 

Abt. T. AU writs, issuing out of the clerk's office inanj 
of the courts of law, shall be in the name of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts ; they shall be under the seal of the 
court from whence they issue ; they ahall bear test of the 
first justice of the court to which they shall be returnable, 
who is not a, party, and bs signed by the clerk of Buch courL 

AnT. YI. All the laws, whicl\ hare heretofore been 
adopted, used and approveil, in the Province, Colony, or 
State of lilassachusetts Bay, and usually piactioed on in the 
courts of Ian*, shall still remain and be in full foroe, until 
altered or repealed by the legislature ; such parts only ex- 
cepted as are repugnant to the rights and liberties contained 



Abt. VIL The privilege and benefit of the writ ofhabtai 
carput shall be enjoyed in this Commonwealth, in the most 
free, easy, cheap, expeditious and ample manner ; and shall 
not be suspended by the legislature, except upon the most 
urgent and pressing occasions, and for a limited dme, not 
exceeding twelve months. 

Abt. VIII. The enacting style, in making and passing 
all acts, statutes and laws, shall be — "Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of Representatives, in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same." 

Aar. rX. To the end there may be no ftulure of justice, 
or danger arise to the Commonwealth, from a change of the 
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fonn of gOTenunent, all officers, civil and militaTj. holding 
commidaioDS uuder the gDverniuent and people of Mmsachu- 
■etCs B17, in New EngUnd, and all other officers of the said 
goTemmeat and people, at the tima thia oonstitntiDn ahall 
take effdcC, shall hare, hold, use, ezerciae and enjoy, all the 
poweia and authority to them graated oc comrcilted, undl 
other persons shall be appointed in their stead; andsU coutCe 
at law shall proceed in the execution of the hosiness of thui 
leapectiTe depanments ; and all the ezecntiva and legislative 
oKaea, bodies and powers, shall continue in full force, in tlie 
enjoyment and exereise of all thur trusts, employments 
and authorial until the general oonrt, and the supreme 
Mid exeeutiTe officers under thia oonaUtution, are desig- 
nated and invested with their lespective trusts, powers and 
authority. 

Aet. X. In order the more effectually to &dhere to the 
prindples of the constitution, and to correct those violations 
which b J any means may be made therein, aa well a^ to form 
■TkCh alterations as from experience shall be found neceaury, 
the general ooutt, which shall be in the year of our Lord om 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-Sve, shall issue precepts 
to the selectmen of the several towns, and to the auessora of 
the unincorporated plantations, directing them to convene 
the quaKSed voters of their respective towns and plantations, 
for the purpose of collectLQg their sentiments on the necessity 
or expediency of revising the constitution, in order to 
amendments. 

And if it shall appear, by the returns made, that two-thirds 
of the qualided voters throughout the State, who shall a'tsem- 
ble and vote in consequenca of the said precepts, are in favor 
of such revision or ameadment, the general court Bh:Lll iitsiie 
precepts, or direct them to be issued from the secretary's 
office, to the several t(l.wns, to elsct delegates to meet in con- 
vention for the purpose aforesaid. 

The said delegates to be chosen in the same manner and

Abticu L If any bill or reeoWe shall be objected to, and 
not approved bj the goremor ; and if the general court shall 
adjourn within five dajs after the same shall hare been hud 
before the governor for his approbation, and thereby prevent 
his returning it, with hia objections, at provided by the con- 
ititution, such bill or reaolve shall not become a law, nor 
have force as snob, 

Abt. II. The general conrt shall have full power and 
authority to erect and conslituta municipal or city govern- 
ments, in any corporate town at towns in this Common- 
wealth, and to grant to the inhatntants thereof such powers, 
privileges and immunities, not repugnant to the constitution, 
as the gesMal court shall deem neceasar? tx expedient f<» 
the regulatioB and government thereof, and to prescribe the 
manner of calling and bidding public meelingB of the inhabi- 
tants in wards or otherwise, for the election of officers nndei 
the constitotion, and the manner of returning the votes given 
at such meetings : provided, that no such government sbaQ 
be erected or constituted in any town not contu])ing twelve 
thousand inhabitonto ; nor unless it b« with the consent, and 
on the application, of a majority of the inhabitants of such 
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toim, present and TOting thereon, porsuuit to a Tot« at a 
meeting duly trained and holden for th&t purpose : and pro- 
Tided, alao, that idl by-Uws, made by suoh municipal or city 
goreinment, shall be subject, at all times, to be annulled by 
the general court. 

Akt. in. Every male citizen of twenty-one yeaw of age 
and upwaidi, (excepting paupen and p«non« under guar- 
dianship,) who aball have rended within the Commonwealth 
one year, and within the town ot district, in which he may 
dum a right to rote, ux calendar months next preceding any 
election of governor, Heuteaant- governor, senatorB, or repte- 
■entatives, and who shall have paid, by hijnsdf or his parent^ 
nuuter, or guardian, any state or county tax, which shall, 
within two years next preceding such election, have been 
auesaed upon him, in any town or diatrict of this Common- 
wealth ; and also every citizen who shall be by law exempted 
. from taxation, and who shall be in all other respects qualiQed 
as above mentioned, shall have arightto vote in such election 
of governor, lieutenant-^vernor, senators and representa- 
tives ; and no other person shall be entitled to vote in saeh 



Akt. IV. Notaries public shall be appointed by the goT- 
emor, in the same manner ai judicial officers are appointed, 
and shall hold tliebr ofGces during seven years, unless sooner 
removed by the governor, with the consent of the eonncil, 
upon the address of both houses -of the legi^tnre. 

In case the office of secretary or treasurer of the Common- 
wealth aliall become vacant from any cause, during the recess 
of the general court, the gorcmor, with the advice and 
consent of the council, shall nominate and appoint, under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by law, a competent 
and suitable person, to such vacant oSc«, who shall hold thtt 
same until a successor shall be appointed by the genentl

■hall have ■ right to vpta. 

Art. YI. Instead of the oath of allegiance prescribed by 
the constitutioil, the following oath shall be taken and sub- 
tcribed bf every person chosen or appointed to any office 
civil or military, under the government of this Common- 
wealth, before he shall enter on the duties of his office, to 

"I, A. B., do solemnly swear, that I will bear true 
failh and all^iaitee to the Commonwealih of Massachusetts, 
and will support the constitution thereof. So help me 

QOD." 

Provided, That when any pereon shall be of the denoml- 
aUion called Quakers, and shall decline taking said oath, he 
shall make his affirmation in the foregoing fn-m, omitting 
fiie word " swear," and inserting, instead thereof, the word 
" afSrm," and omitting the words ■■ So help me, God," and 
■ubjoining, instead thereof, the words ■• This I do under the 
pains and penalties of perjury." 

Abt. Yn. No oath, declaration or subscription, except' 
ing the oath prescribed in the preceding article, and the oath 
of office, shall be required of the governor, lieutenant-gor- 
ernor, connciUois, senators or representative 
them to perform the duties of their respective o1 



es, to qualify I 
offioea. 
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AsT. VIII. No jadge of any court of this Commonwealth, 
(except tbe court of leaaioDg,) and no person holding any 
ofltce urLdei the authariCf of the United States, (pustiua^teri 
szeepted,) shall, at therama tints, hold the office of goTsrnor, 
lieutenaat -governor, ot CQuncillar, or have a seat in the Benate 
m hoase of tepregeutatives of this CommoQwealth ; and no 
judgs of anf court in thia Co mFnoa wealth, (except the couit 
of ses^oas,) not the attoinejr-genentl, aolicitor-geaeral, conn* 
t; -attorney, clnk of anj court, aheiLS', treasurer and receiier- 
general, regiiter of probate, nor register of deed^, shall 
continue to hold his sud office after being elected a member 
of the Congress of the TJoited States, and accepting that truatl 
but tbe acceptance of sach trust, by any of the officers afore-

Abt. IX. If, in any time hereafter, any speciSc and par. 
&:alar amendment or amendments to the constitution be 
proposed in the genra^ court, and agreed to by a majority of 
the senatora and two-thirds of the members of the house of 
tepresentatiTea p-esent. and voting thereon, such proposed 
amendment or amendments shall be entered on the journala 
of the two houses, with the yeas and nays taken thereon, and 
referred to th« general court then next to be chosen, and 
ihall bo published ; and if in the general court next chosen, 
ta aforesaid, such proposed amendment or amendments shall 
be agreed to by a majority of the aenstors and two-thirds of 
the members of the house of representatires present and 
voting thereon, then it shall be the duty of the general court 
to anbiait such proposed amendment or amendoienta to the 
people; and if they ahall be approved and rad&ed by a ma- 
jority of tl^ qualified voters, vo^ng thereon, at meetings 
legally warned and holden for that puipoae, they shall be- 
come part of the constitution of this Commonwealth.

non. to make all the elections, and to da all the other acta, 
which are by the constitution required to be made and done 
At the session which has heretofore oommeoced on the last 
Wednesday of May. And the general court shall be dissolved 
on the day next preceding the first Wednesday of January, 
without any proclamation or other act of the goTernor. But 
nothing herein contained shall prerent the general court from 
assembling at such other times as they shall judge neceasary, * 
or when called together by the goremor.

- The meeting for the ohoiceof goremor, lieutenant- govern- 
or, seiiatoiB and cepteseatatives, shall be held on the second 
Monday of November in erery year ; but meetings may be 
adjourned, if Decessary, for the ohoioe of tepiesentatireg, to 
the next day, and again to the next succeeding day, but no 
further. But in case a second meeting shall be neoeeaary tat 
the choice of representatives, such meedngj shall be held on 
the fourth Monday of the same month of November. [Se« 
Amendments, Article XV.] 

All the other pcovisions of the constitutiiHi, respecting 
Iha elections and proceedings of the members of the general 
court, or of any other officers or persons whatever, that havs 
ivferenoe to the last Wednesday of May a* the oommencs- • 
meal of the political year, ahall be so far altered, as to hav* 
like reference to the ftwl Wednesday of January. 

This article shall go into operation on the firat day of 
October, next following the day when the same shall be duly 
ratified and adopted as an amendment ot the conslilutioii ■ 
aad the govemiK, lieutenant- governor, oaunciUoTs, senators, 
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KpresentatireB, and all other state offioera, nho we anuiully 
choten, and who shall be obosen forthe euirent year, when 
the same ahall go into operation, aball hold their respectire 
office* until the fliat Wednesday of Januarj- then next fol- 
lowing, and until others are chosen and qualified in thdr 
stead, and no longer ; and the first election of the governor, 
lieutenant-governor, eenatoiB and representatives, to be had 
In virtne of this article, shall be had conformably tbereunto, 
in the month of November following the day on which the 
flame shell be in force and go into operation, pnranant to the 
ftaregoing provision.

As the public worship of Qod, and instructions in piety, 
religion and roorslity, promote the happiness and prosperity 
of a people, and the security of a republican government ; 
therefore, the several religions societies of this Common- 
wealth, whether corporate or anincotporate, at any meeting 
legally warned and holden for that purpose, shall ever have 
the right to elect their pastors or religious teachers, to 
contract with them for their support, to raise money for 
erecting and repairing houses for public worship, for the 
muntenance of religiona instruction, and for the payment of 
necessary expenses ; and all persons belonging to any reli- 
gious society shall be taken and held to be members, until 
they shall file with the clerk of said aodety a written notice

Akt. XIL In order to ptorlde foi a repregentation of tlie 
^tizen» of thi» Commonweoltli, foauded upon the principles 
of eqnalitj, a census of the Tstable poll« is «ach citf, towlt 
and district of the Commonwealth, on 'the &nt day of May, 
shall be taken and leturned into the secretary's office, in 
such manner as ths le^aUtnre shall proride, within the 
month of May, in the year of ooi Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-soren, and in erery tenth year thereafter, 
in the month of May, in manner aforesaid ; and each town 
or city having three hnndred ratable polls at the last preced- 
ing decennial census of polls, may elect one reprEaentatire, - 
and for every four hundred and flftyratable polls, in addititm 
to the first tbTBk hundred, one representBtive more. [See 
Amendments, Article XIII.] 

Any town having less than three hundred ratable polls 
■hall be represented thus : The whole number of ratable 
polls at the iMt preceding decennial oensiu of pedis, shall 
be multiplied by ten, and the product divided by three hun- 
dred ; and such towu may elect one representative as many 
years irithin ten years, as three hundred is contained in the 
prodnot aforesaid. [See Amendments, ArtideXIII.] 

Anyeity or town, having ratablepoUs enough to Edeot one 
ar more representatives, with any number of polls beyond 
the necessary number, may be represented, u to that surplus 
nnmber, by multiplying anch surplus number by ten, and 
dividing the product by four hundred and fifty ; and snob 
olty or town may elect one additional representative as many 
yea^ within the ten years, as four hundred and fifty is cen- 
tred in the product aforesaid. [Bee Amendmenta, Article- 
XUL] 
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Any two or more of the Bevenil towiu and districtg may, 
bj consent of a majority of the legal voten present at a legal 
meeting in each of said towns and districts, respectively, called 
for that purpose, and held previous to the first day of July, 
is the year in vhich the deoennial oenaua of polls shall be 
taken, fbrm themselves into a repreaentatiTe district, to con- 
tinue until the next decennial census of polls, for the election

The governor and eauncil shall ascertain and determine, 
within the maatbs of July and August, in the year of oul 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirtj-seren, according 
to the foregoing prineiplea, the number of representatives 
wMch each city, town aad representative district is entitled 
to elect, and the number of years, within t^ period of ten 
years then next ensuing, that each dCy, town and representa' 
tive district, may elect an additional representative; and 
wh^ any town has not a sufficient nomber^of polls to elect 
a tqvesentative each year, then, haw many years within the 
ten years, such town may elect a representative : and the 
•ame shall be done once in ten yean thereafter, by the gov-

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Akt. XIII. A oeiuiu of tlie inluibitaiits of eacli citj and 
town, on the first da; of Maf, sball be taken and returned 
into the Becretary's office, on or before the laet day of Jane, 
of the ;ea( one thousand eight hundred and fortr, and of 
every tenth Tear thereafter ; which oenaua shall determine the 
apporcioDment of aenotorB and repiesenlatiTea for the term of 

The several eenatorial district now existing, shall be per- 
manent. The senate shall consist of forty memben ; and in 
the year one thousand eight hundred and forty, and every 
tenth year thereafter, the governor and council shall assign 
the number of senators to be chosen in each district, accord- 
ing to the number of inhabitants in tbe same. But. in all 
' cases, at least one senatDr shall be assigned to each district. 

The members of the house of representatiTes shall be appor- 
tioned in the following manner : Every town or dty contain- 
ing twelve hundred inhabitants, may elect one r^rescntatiTet 
and two thousand^iiir hundred inhabitants shall be the mean 
increasing number, which shall entitle it to an additional 
representative. 

Every town containing less than twelve hundred inhabi- 
tants shaE be entitled to elect a lepreaenlative aa many times, 
within ten years, as the number one hundred and sixty ii 
contained in the number of the inhabitants of Baid>town. 
Sach towns may also elect one representative lot the year in 
which the Tsluatlon of estates within the Commonwealth, 
shall be settled. 

Any two or more of the several towns may, by consent of 
a msjority of the legal voters present at a legal meeting, in 
each of said towns, respectively, called for that purpose, and 
held before the first day of August, in the year one thousand 
dght hnndred and forty, and every tenth year thereafter, fi>nn 
Aemselvet into a representadve distnct,-to continue fin tfa« 
term of ten years ; and such district shall have all the rights, 
in regard to representation, which would belong to a town 
oontai^ag tiie aanie number of TwtfKtfm^ f, 
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Tlie nnmber of inhabitanta irhich shsll entillB * town to 
elect one representatlTe, and the mean incieaaing number, 
which ahall entitle a town or citj to elect more than one, and 
nlao the number by which the papulation of towns, not enti- 
tled to a reptesentatiTe every year, ia to be divided, ehall be 
increased, respectiTetj, by one-tenth of the numbers above 
mentioned, whenever the popnlation of the Commonwealth 
■hall have increased to seven hundred and seventy thousand, 
and for every additional increase of seventy thousand inhatn- 
tants, the same addition of one-tenth shall be mads, respec- 
tively, to the eaid nambers above mentioned. 

Iq the year of each decennial census, the governor and 
conncil shall, before the Srst day of September, apportion the 
nnmber of representatives which each city, town and ropre- 
aentitive district ia entitled to elect, and ascertoin how many 
years, within ten years, any town may elect a representative, 
which is not entitled to elect one every year ; and the gor- 
emor shall cause the same to be publiahed forthwith. 

Nine councillors shall be annually chosen tima among the 
people at large, on the first Wednesday of January, or as 
soon thereafter as may be, by the joint ballot of the aeni^Drs 
and representatives, assembled in one room, who shall, as so»n 
as may be, in like manner. Oil np any vacancies that may 
happen in the council, by death, resignation or otherwise. 
No person shall be elected a councillor who has not been 
an inhabitant of this Commonwealth for the term of five 
years immediately preceding his election ; and not more 
than one councillor shall be chosen from any one senatorial 
district in the Commonwealth. [See Amendments, Article 
XVI.] 

No possession of a freehold, oc of any other estate, shall 
be leqnired as a qaalification for holding a seat in either 
branch of the general court, or in the execntiTe couoclL 

Abt. XIV. In all elections of dvil officers by the people 
of this Commonwealth, whose election ia ittovided for by the 
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Abt. XV. The meeting for the choice of governor, lieu- 
tenant-govemoT, senatorB and TepresenlatiTee, ehall be held 
on the Tuesday next afUr the first Monda; in Norember, 
annually ; but in caae of a fiulure to eleot lepiesentatiTea on 
that day, a second meeting shall be holden, for that purpoae, 
on the fourth Uonday of the aame mouth of November. 

Ain. XYI. Eight couodllois shall be aminally chosen 
by the inhabitants of thii Commonwealth, qualified to vole 
for governor. The election of councillora shall be deter- 
mined by the aame mle that ii leqnired in the election of 
goremoT. The l^idatnre, at its first sewion after thit 
amendment ghall have been adopted, and at its Gist session 
after the next State census shaU have been taken, and at ita 
first eeasion after each daoennial State cenana theieafter- 
Tards. shall divide the Commonwealth into eight diatricta of 
contiguoua territory, each containing a number of inhatu- 
tantf as nearly equal aa practicable, without dividing any 
town, or ward of a city, aud each entitled to elect one coun- 
cillor : provided, hiwevtr, that if, at any time, the constitu- 
tion shall provide for the division of the Commonwealth into 
(brty senatorial diftrieta, then the legialatnie shall so arrange 
the councillor districts, that each district shall oonust of five 
contiguous senatorial districts, aa they shall be, from time to 
time, established by the legislature. No person shall h« 
el^ble to the al&w of oouncillor who has not been an 
inhabitant of the Commonwealth &>i the term of fire yean 
immediately preceding his election. The day and maimer 
of the election, the return of the votes, and the declaration of 
the said elections, shall be the same as are required in the 
election of govemoi. Whenever Qiere sli«U be a &ilure te 
elect the full number of coundlkov, the vacancies shall be 
filled in the same manner u leqniied f<w filling ti 
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the Semite ; and Tscanciea occaaioned hj dealh, remoral 
from the StaK, or otherwise, shsll be filled in like manner, 
as soon as may be alter »uch Tocsnotes shall hare happened. 
And that there may he no delay in the organization of the 
government on the first Wednesday of January, the gor- 
- emor, with at least five oouncillors for the time being, shall, 
as soon as may be, eiamine the returned copiea of the rec- 
ords for the election of gorernor, lieutenant-govemor, and 
councillors ; and tan days before the said first Wednesday 
in January, he shall isaae his summons to such persons aa 
appear to be chosen, to attend on that daj to be qualified 
accordingly ; and the secretary shall lay the returns before 
the senate aad house of representatives on the said first 
Wednesday in January, to be by them examined ; and in 
esse of the election of either of said officers, tile choice shall 
he by them declared and published ; but in case there shall 
be no election of either of said officers, the legislatuie shall 
proceed to All suoh Tacanoies in the manner jo-ovlded in the 
constitution for the choice of such officers. 

Abt, XVH. The esoretary, treasurer and receiver%en- 
eral, auditor, and attorney- general, shall be chosen annually, 
on the day in November prescribed for the choice of gov- 
ernor ; and each person then chosen as such, duly qualified 
in other respects, shall hold his office for the term of one 
year from the third Wednesday in January neil thereafter, 
and until another is chosen and qualified in his stead. The 
qualification of the voters, the maflner of the election, the 
return of the votes, and the declaration of the election, shall 
be such as are required in the election of governor. Incase 
of a failure to elect either of Mud officers on the day in

manner be filled by choice from the people at large ; but if 
such vacancy shall occur at any other time, it shall he sup- 
plied by the governor bj appointment, with the adrice and 
consent of the conncil. The perMin eo choaen or appointed, 
duly qualified in other Teapecis, shall hold his office until his 
siuKessoi is chosen and duly qnalified in bis etead. In case 
any person cho»en or q)pointed to eitbec of the offices afore- 
■aid, shall neglect, for the space of ten days after he could 
otherwise enter upon his duties, to qualify himself in all 
teipectB to enter apon the discharge of auch duties, the office 
to which he has been elected or appointed shall be deemed 
vacant. No person shall be eligible to either of said olficea 
unless be shall have been an inhabitant of this Common-

Abt. XVIIL All moneys raised by taxation in tbe 
towns and cities for the support of public schools, and «11 
moneys which may be appropriated by the State for the 
support of common schools, shall be applied to, and expend- 
ed in, no other schools than those which are cMiducted 
according to law, under the order and saperiutendence of the 
atithoiitiea of the town or city in which the money is to be 
expended ; and such moneys shall never be aptnopriated to

AttT. XXIV. Any 'racancyinthe senate sh all be filled by 
election by the people of the unrepresented district, upon 
the order of a majoiity of senators elected. 

Abt. XXY. Fn case of a vacancy in the council, &oni a 
&ilure of. election, or other cause, the senate and house of 
representatives shall, by concurrent vote, choose some eligible 
person from the people of the district wherein such vacancy 
occurs, to fill that oflice. If such vacancy shall happen 
when the legislature is not in session, the governor, with 
the advice and consent of the council, may fill the same by 
appointment of come eligible person. 

Abt. XXVI. The twenty-third article of the articles of 
amendment of the constitution of this Commonwealth which 
is as follows, to wit : ■■ No person of foreign birth shall be

The present State Hoiue wu erected in ITDE-T, upon land 
porchaged of the heire of John Bsncock, by the town of BoBton, 
for the sum of M.OOO, and conveTed by said town to the Commotf 
■mstlth. May 2, 1T96. The coromiBsionara on Ibe part of the town 

monweallh, were WiUiani Tudor, CharleB Jarris, John Coffin 
Jonee, William Enstis, William Little, Thomas Dawes, Joseph 
Kusaell, HBTTiBon Gray Otis, and Perez Hortou. The agents for 
erecting the State Honee were named in the deed as ftillows: — 
Thomas Dawes, Edward HutchinBon Bobinson, and Charies 
BulfiQch. 

The comer stone whb laid July 1th, 1TB5, by Got. Samnal 
AdaiDS,' ageisted by Paul Berere, Master of the Grand Lodge of 
MasOna. The stone was drawn to Che spot by fifteen while horses , 
represeiiting the number of States of the Union at that time. The 
bnilding- ia 1T3 feet fhiut; the height, inclutUng dome, is 110 ibet, 
and the foundation is atiout that height above the waters of the 
Bay. The dome ia BS feet in diameter, and 35 foet high. 

The building was first occapied by the LegiBlitnre January lltb, 
1TS8, the members wallting in pioceBaiou from the old State Hoose.
